What is a Transistor? 

A transistor does just what a vacuum tube does, i.e., amplifies to 
loud speaker level the electric signals picked up from a motion- 
picture sound track. But whereas the vacuum tube is relatively large 
and generates much heat, the transistor is quite small and generates 
very little, if any, heat. Vacuum tubes require relatively large and 
rugged circuit components. Transistors do not. They operate on very 
low voltage and have a service life far in excess of that of vacuum 
tubes. They introduce little or no noise of their own into a circuit 
and are much more free of distortion problems. The result is that a 
motion-picture sound projector with a transistorized amplifier can 
be more efficiently designed, is capable of much finer sound quality 
than is usual with vacuum tube amplifiers of the same output, and 
is vastly more reliable, long-lived, and trouble-free.

Single-Case Outfit— Projector and speaker unit are combined in a 
single case with speaker built into lift-off side cover.

Microphone and Phono Receptacles— Microphone and record player 
can be attached to use projector as a high-fidelity P.A. system. 
Threading— Simple, straightforward, from supply reel through mech- 
anism and sound system to take-up. Loop-former speeds threading, 
lets you restore “lost loops” without stopping machine. 

Reel Arms— Permanently attached and hinged to facilitate setups. 
Film Protection— Sprocket clamps have Tenite rollers. For film pro- 
tection, no stationary parts contact picture or sound-track areas. 
Film Capacity— 2000 feet of 16mm film. 

Film Movement— Nonskip-type, ball-bearing pivoted tandem-tooth 
movement. Special tungsten carbide pulldown tooth assures long life. 
Film Take-up— Self-compensating, pivoted reel-spindle arm ... ad- 
justs automatically for all size reels and loads. 


Framing— Effected by moving pulldown pivot point. No recentering 
of image required.

Sound Drum— Rotating-type drum and massive flywheel, mounted on 
precision ball bearings. 

Sound Optics— Sealed-in cylindrical lens system produces precise 
scanning beam on sound track. Fidelity Control provides sharpest 
possible line of light on sound track regardless of “up” or “down” 
emulsion position. 

Exciter Lamp— Designed to last life of machine; under normal condi- 
tions no replacement will be necessary. 

Fidelity Control— Exclusive feature— assures reproduction of full tonal 
range of film sound track.
